Actor Forgot Icy Surroundings 


When Rope Tightsned, 


DRAGGED OVER THE SNOW, 


Frtd Stont, Comedian, Only Man to 


Capture Animal With Noose, Tells of 
His Adventure* Up Near the^Arctic 
Circle. 
I 


HAVE done -what no other man 


on earth has ever done. I have 
lassoed a polar bear, says Fred 
.Stone, the comedian, writing in 


the .New York World. 


Ever since I learned to handle a lasso 


I have been crazy to rope something 
that would put up a fight. I've roped 
cows, people, gateposts—everything in 
sight—till I was tired of it. I was in 
Alaska on a hunting trip with my 
brother-in-law, Hex Beach. I got into 
correspondence with a man in Ham- 
burg who knew something about polar 
bear hunting and learned what it 
would cost and how to go about it. 
The next thing was to get up a party 
of four. 


The 'other three men were Arthur 


Houghton, my business manager, who, 
like myself, has been a hunter since 
boyhood; Kobert N. Burnes, the cham- 
pion trap shooter of Boston, and Ed- 
ward Farmer,'a wealthy sportsman of 
Boston, 


Inside the Arctic Circle. 


The ten day trip from New York to 


Christiansand gave us time to get well 
acquainted.. From there we took a 
mail steamer up the coast of Norway 
that landed us at Tromso, inside the 
arctic circle. There we chartered a 
•whaling schooner 120 feet long, the 
Foenix. 


We found it was impossible to reach 


Greenland, so we headed for Shannon 
•island, and It was there we got our 
bears. 


The farthest north we got was lati- 


tude 74% degrees, not far from Shan- 
non island. 
We were twenty-eight 


days In the arctic ice, and in all that 
time we did not. have more than six 
days of hunting. 


It was on July 16 that I lassoed my 


first bear. We sighted on an ice floe a 
big old mother bear with two' cubs 
about sixteen months old. Burnes and 
Farmer had the guns, Houghton had 
the moving picture machine and I my 
lariats. 


Moving Pictures of Polar Bears. 


Takin'g: moving pictures'of polar T)ear 


hunting was something that had never 
been done before. I took 5,200'feet of 
film with us on. the. arctic trip. 


Well, with my sixty foot lariat I 


slipped-up as close as'.I could on one 
of the cubs, paving no attention to the 
old mother bear. Houghton was run- 
ning along behind me with the moving 
picture machine,- which was no snap to 


• carry. I got -within about twenty feet 
of the cub and threw 'my rope. The 
noose settled around Mr. Cub's neck, 
and then the fun began, 


I heard a shot and learned afterward 


that Burnes had killed the mother, but 
at the time I was too busy to pay any 
attention to. anything but the cub. 
When the rope settled about his neck

he was too surprised for a second ot 
two to do anything; then he turned 
and made for the water. Polar bears 
may look clumsy, but believe me 
they're not. That fellow got over the 
ice far more rapidly than I.could. 


Hung on For Dear Life. 


It was half a- mile to the water, ovei 


hummocks and piles of snow of vary 
ing degrees of softness, but Mr. Cut 
made it in about half a miuute, II 
seemed to me. dragging me after hfm 
It looked to me as if he was going tc 
drag me right into the water, but 1 
clung on to the rope for dear life. 


Fortunately for me, the six big Nor 


wegians of our crew were there in the 
longboat and saw us coming. Some 
how—I don't know just how—thej 
managed to get mo into the boat anc 
make the rope fast just as the cub slid 
into the water. With those six big 
snilors pulling as hard as they couh' 
fen the oars ngninst him that cub towed 
us for miles before we tired him out 
and got him up on the Foonix. 


Even after we had him on dock he 


made trouble for us. 
Tie smashed 


through two cages, but finally we got 
hint safely locked up.

Bill Was- Opposed Hecuuse ot Iji- 
orcuscd Drain, on Public Kuutls. 


Xow Uy to Senate. 


.Washington, Dec. K>.—The Sher- 


wood service 
pension 
bill, 
which 


would add upwards of $40,000,000 
to the government's annual expendi- 
tures by granting increased pensions 
to civil and Mexican war veterans on 
the basis of length oC service, 
"was 
passed by the Kousf last night, de- 
spite the determined opposition of 
many. Democratic leaders. 
Secretary 


of the Interior Fisher estimated that 
che bill will add 575.000,000 to the 
'pnsion roll, if the 100,000 veterans 
eligible take 
advantage of 
the in- 


creased rate. 


The Republicans who voted with 


the S4 Democrats against the bill 
are Gardner, Gillette -and McCall of 
Massachusetts, 
Hill of Connecticut, 


Kent of 
California, 
McCreary 
of 


Pennsylvania, Payne of Xew 
York 


~nd Utter of Rhode Island. Speaker 
Clark voted with the majority of 
us party for the bill, and Democrat- 
ic Leader Underwood and Fitzger- 
ald of New York, chairman of 
the 


xppropriations 
committee, 
voted 


against it. 
The bill now goes to the senate, 


where there is a disposition to pass 
some form of amendeci service pen- 
sion, 
legislation. 
Senate 
leaders, 


however, will proceed slowly in the 
consideration of this legislation, and 
many house Democrats voted for the 
measure in the belief that the sen- 
ate would not pass it. 


The Sulloway age 
pension 
bill, 


passed by the house last spring, fail- 
ed of passage in the senate at that 
time. 
This Republican measure was 


offered unsuccessfully in the 
house 


as a substitute 
for the 
Sherwood 


bill. Scores of amendments were of- 
fered, and a hard but unsuccessful 
fight was made to ha\e a straight $1 
a day pension bill established, with- 
out regard to the length of service 
of the veterans. 


The Sherwood bill would estab- 
lish the following basis of pensions: 
For sen-ice for 90 days to

months, $15 per month; from six to 
nine months, $20 per month; from 
nine months to one year, §25 
per 


month; more than one year $30 per 
month.

Granville, Dec/ 13.—An Advocate 


reporter was talking with one of the 
old Welsh residents of Granville about 
the little Welsh church in the village, 
where regular services were held for 
so many years, but for the past sever- 
al years have been discontinued to a 
great extent. 
He said that the first 


Welsh church edifice was erected 
i:i 


1843, and that the 
present 
building- 


was constructed in 1856. The Rev 
Edward Jones is. believed to have 
preached the first Welsh 
sermon in 


Granville, at the. residence of Mr. 
Jenkin Hughes, about the year 1834. 
About this time also, a Sunday school 
was organized. These services and 
Sunday school were conducted in a 
rented room over the postoffice. Revs. 
Edward Jones, William Parry 
and 


William 
Morgan 
were 
occasional 


preachers until 1840, when the Rev. 
William Parry became the settled 
minister. He remained until 1852, and 
was succeeded by the Rev. Joseph J2. 
Davis. Rev. B. T. Evans became the 
settled minister in 1856. 
At the or- 


ganization in 1839, William Ellis, Joun 
Jones and William T. Williams were 
elected elders 
J. J. Hughes and Jolui 


R. Owens were subsequently elected. 
A small Sabbath school was connected 
with the church for many years. 


While the Advocate has the honor 


of having the first paper printed in 
Licking county, it having been estab- 
lished in 1820, The Wanderer was es- 
tablished in Granville in 1822. It was 
devoted to news, advertising and the 
interests of the little village 
It was 


small in size, containing little reading 
matter, and was 
issued 
by 
"Uncle 


Sereno" and one of his boys. The lat- 
ter fell down stairs one day, seriously- 
injuring himself, which 
circumstance 


led to the suspension of the Wanderer 
This was about two years after 
}t 


started.
